"OUT OP THME OWN MOITTH." 

Less than one year ngo the "Stan- 
dard" printed a eerios of articleu do- 
signed to injure the iuflueuce 
standing of Mr. F. J. Barnard 
Mr.John Robson-the former the woll- 
knowu conti-actor, and tho latter tbo 
gentleman who bo worthily discbargeH 
the duties of Paymaster of tho Dominion 
Railway Surveying forces. The arti - 
cles charged that Mr, RobBon had ^vll- 
fuliy and corruptly given Mr. Bar- 
nard a contract to freight survey 
goods from, Yale to Tete Jaune Cocho 
at 41 cents 'p^ir lb, whilst other cari- 
©rs'Btood prepared to perf orm the same 
service at 25 cents. At the time wc 
showed the fallacy of the statement; 
and if the editor of that journal were 
a wise man he would have been con- 
tent with our denial. He went to Ot- 
tawa, bowGver, big with the intelli- 
gence of a conspiracy to defraud the 
Government and full to overflowing 
with "reliable" details of corruption 
and malfeasance by Messrs. Robsou 
and Barnard. When be reaobed Ot- 
tawa ho caused to be placed ou tlie 
notice-board a resolution calling for 
the production of all papers .connect- 
ed with the contract aforesaid. The 
resolution was passed unanimously 
and after a few days' euspense— dur- 
ing which the corruption-scenter filled 
the lobbies with insinualions as to 
what he could prove, what ho knew to 
be true, and what he knew about cor- 
rurt contracts generally— well, tho 
returns came down in due course, and 
and tho cliarges and their originator 
•disappeared at once and the same 
time when it was shown that the con- 
tract, instead of being at 41 cents per 
lb, was at fl/teen cents/ This amusing 
failure caused the genial and gifted 
Amor to become the laughinjfstocfc of 
the lobby as he iiad before been the 
butt of the House, and we should not 
now refer to the matter were it riot for 
the fact that our conteraponiry in liis 
■ journal yesterday, to his own confu- 
sion, publishes tho official documents 
that show the rate to have been tlie 
lower in place of the higher figure. Wg 
may state further, to prove that 
the rate of of fifteen cents per 
lb. was not exorbitant, that Mr. Bar- 
nard was a heavy lossr by tho con- 
tract, and that extensive advertising 
last Spring for the performance of the 
same service over a trail put in. good 
order tho year previous failed to elicit 
a single tender for a less rate than .^0 
cents per lb I Out of his own month 
is our contemporary condemned, and 
an ample apology to the gentlemen be 
has so flagitiously defamed is the next 
thing "on the cards." 



Canada and Bntish Colombia. 

(To the Kaitor of tlic Times.] 

Sir, — Having resided fifty years iu 
Canada, and consequently feeling 
much interest in that country, I hope 
I may not be considered obstrusivo in 
offeiing a few remarks on tbo Pacific 
Railway, suggested by your article in 
"The Times" of the 20th inat. I must, 
at the beginning, admit in general tbo 
fairness of your criticisms, tdthough in 
some points the action of the Cana- 
dian Government is not ao fully ex- 
plained as I could have wished, or as 
it may be desirable to be presented to 
the English people. For one, I am 
thankful that you have called attention 
to a matter so important to tho British 
Empire at large as the Canadian Paci- 
fic llailway. You remark that when 
Mr. Mackenzie come into powor "tho 
Pacific Railway scheme was thrown 
overboard." I have two or throe re 
remarks to make la order to explain 
this statement, which you undoubtedly 
thought perfectly correct. 

First, so far from Mr. IMnckoiizio 
throwing over tbo scboino of the Pai'i- 
fic Railway, it had entirely oollap.Hed 
long before he came into power, and 
while as yet Sir John A. Macdouald 
was in the height of his strength and 
following. 

In tbo next [jlacf;, yirlliif^b Allan, to 
■whom tbo oontraet fu build the Pacific 
Railway, was given by tbo late Oov- 
ernment, entirely failed on coming to 
England to raise the necessary funds. 
It was this failure to raise the money 
wbicii threw the Pacific Railway over- 
board. 

In the third place, Sir Hugh failing 
to raise the uecessaiy means, resigned 
bis contract into the hands of tlie Gov 
ernment which gave it to him, and 
that Government accepted and cancel- 
led the contract with Sir Hugh Allan. 
So the whole »cheino had perished 
while Sir J. A. Macdonald's .Q-oyern- 
ment was yet in power, but 'iVbioh had 
sanctioned the destruction .of its 
scheme and takeii no steps fb propose 
another. 

Fourthly, before Mr. Mackenzie 
came into otBcehe bad strenuously ad- 
vocated n Pacific Railwayii bat tab had 
objected to the time in which it was 
to be'com])!otod. Ho know it eould 
not ho built 1)Y iH81.. No Hurvoys bud 
been mado, and not a stop had boon 
i.»kon to fix tho line. If ho fell back 
upon tlio plan of Sir John, it would 
take years before theoBttryeys ,. were 
co'upleted, the''contwicti9 ' given out, 
And the ^ork begun. If iwtfifla.-^here- 



fore, be an iinpra6tidability,iiideed,ah~ 
impossibility, to finish .(even could he 
rcauscitate the scheme ^.^.Sir John) the 
Pacific Railway by 1881:2 , As, thoro- 
fo. e, he was not responsible , for tho 
railway scheme of his predecbf5sOr in 
office, either for its: existence, or its 
death, he! p^jW|e(Miia|^^ ^S^C^^ 
scheme 6f his wh.-^ Fmiy deffiymih- 
od that there should bo a railway to 
tho Piicilic, bo declared it should bo 
constractod as soon as jDossible — that 
in tbo lueanlime surveys should be 
made, the line located, telegraphs set 
up acjo8*tlife continent,' the wajtots be- 
yond Jjake Winnipeg made v i>'ig».blo. 
and a wagon road constructed bvor 
tho Rocky Mountains. iNIuch of ibis 
has boon accomplished. ^ There is a 
thousand mile^ of iti'tftoboat naviga- 
tion up the Saskatchewan \toaFoisbEd- 
monton, rear tKi3.'.'fci.St'.'.";0f tho;Rpfcky. 
Mountains. The liigfciway over these 
mountains is iu process of construc- 
tioa. All tbo neco.s.sary surveys will 
be completed this autumn. Telegraphs 
w ore. begiau' at? the .'•.oasfcl Md' . iiefet, to 
meet at the Rpoky, J^ountiuns, .,Jhe 
eastern branch has been oomplqtpd to 
Ba.tio River, and will reaehi the Rocky 
Mo.uitains tliis .season. 

Another part of Mr, Mackenzie's 
})luii wiiM to c'onsh iu't portions of tlio rail- 
way as fust iis pu- sil)K\ Tberf! uvo now 
linos from Moiitrcai tmd Torouti) under 
contract up to Lake Himcou. I'drtious of 
these are-made. He pjroposed continuing 
those oil to the month of French Kivor. 
Another potlibn vrfis to oonpeot Peiubina 
with tlie canital of Mntnitoba,^ wliifh will 
1)0 completed in next month. 'A thin! por- 
ticm WHS to connoct Lake Superior witii 
Winniijeg. At tlio H;nno time tlio Uno 
through iiritish Colnnibia, was to be car- 
rioJ on. 'i'licso works couiplotod, thorn 
would lio 11 direct and quick passage from 
tho west to tho oast of the Dominion by 
coach over the Kooky MonntaltB.bJ; j^team 
anivn to Manitoba, , by rail to^'Tomblna, 
and then to luiwo u^o A-maHonU'rails, or 
from Winnipeg by^ rail'' to Duiiuu, 
thence by steam and rail to any part of 
tho world. 

Such was tho plan roughly sketched out 
in his address after taking office to his 
olfictors. The people tbrougli tlio whole 
Dominion 4»jJoptea it, and roturned lui 
over.wUelmiiag majority in its favor. U.ufih 
of this Aohpmc has already beda accpm- 
pliabed. arid that, too, without taxing t.ho 
people for it or mortgaging tho public 
rovenuo, or surrendering into private 
bauds tbo riob and vast domains of the 
far West. Does not Jlr. Mackenzie, tbore- 
foro, deaorvo well of his country? 

I think, also, that you are mistaken on 
another point. The Canadian Qcvemmeut 
did not regret Lord Carnarvon's com- 
lironiise. They received it with that res- 
pect due to a KUggestion from tliu Thvouo, 
inunodiatuly ])rcpiir(!d a JJill, which wus 
ciirrioil iu tlio Commons, but was delaj'( il 
and liimlly lost in the Bcmtte. Tho sena- 
tors wore appointed by Sir John A. Maa- 
donald, who had ppejily declared during 
tho discussion on.. confederation that ho 
would appoint senators from his own 
l)arty. '.L'lio Senato Chamber ia filbnl, in 
conBt'fi[Uei!oe, with op]iouents of i\Ir. Mae- 
konzio, and tbo lirst opportunity was im- 
jiroveil to thwart tho (iovernnient. You 
know how diilicult it is iu Enf^hmd to 
carry measures in tho House of Lords 
when the Liberals conunand tho C'om- 
mona. jBut the Pxeinie?, hero has always 
a last resort. If the Loi^s persist in op- 
position be can create' new peers. ]3nt as 
the number of senators in Canada is tixcil 
by law for each ])rovincii, if tho Promior 
19 defeated by tbo iScnato he 
has no alternativo bat to Bubmifc. 
There is in this respect a defeat iu the 
Canadian OonBtitntioq.. But dflrtAinly Mr. 
Mackenzie 4b itb^.reAUj'' btanj^^rae for the 
action of tho Senate. ' He was 'sustained 
by .all tho Pro\nuccs except Briti.sh Col- 
umbia. Unforlunutcly for theiusidve.s 
the men in power in that Province) have 
all along boon stimulated to ojipoyition 
to IjIh Govnrnmont. Tho population in 
British Columbia is composed in a largo 
degree of Americanfl hostile to British in- 
stitutions, aiid frbii'flib- flrof opposed to 
tho Dominion. - Hence idl this trouble. 
There is in tho Eastern Provinces the 
kindliest feeling towards J5ritish t!olnm- 
bia, auduone more willing to deal jnstlv 
and generons'y witli them. than Mr. Mac- 
kenzie. , British Gol^imbia cuuaot otaud 
idoiio; if it becomes -Sep jrated froiii" the 
Dominion it must inevitably fall into tln! 
hands of tho United States. The Ameri- 
can party in that Provineo know thiit 
very well, and hence the exertions f(jr se- 
cession, as the lirst stop towards tho reali- 
zatiou of their dohires.

T?he pillar referred to 
is, of course, tho Monument on I'^ish- 
i-treel-liill, on which the iu.scrip'liou 
accusing Ibe Itonian Catholics, after 
biung erased and restored, waHlliially 
elVaced in 1831. This stone, ulfboiigh 
now broken in half, is of coosi(i^Qr^,bip 
historic int'orost, aiid is certainly 
worthy of ])reservation.
